“Basically it is this: All this 
double talk from Washington says 
is that they want me to take 
troops and put bayonets in the 
backs of students and bludgeon 
and bayonet my own people.

Over North Pole 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 2 — 
Commercial transpolar air service 
between London and San Francis- 
co was inaugurated by Trans 
World Airlines today when the 
first plane landed here after a 
5,900-mile nonstop flight. 

A TWA Jetstream Lockheed 
made the flight in 23 hours and 19 
minutes. Things went so well the 
pilot passed up a scheduled re- 
fueling stop at Frobisher Bay, 
northeast of Judson Bay.

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And the Troops Are 
Still in Little Rock 


Arkansas Gov. Faubus’ refusal to go 
any further in assurances to meet the 
President’s conditions for removing troops 
and for returning the National Guard to 
the governor’s command means there will 
be no immediate change in Little Rock. 

The tense situation will continue, the 
battle of angry words will go on and the 
dangerous divisions in the nation will 
grow worse. 

It is obvious that rejection of Faubus’ 
declaration resulted from the President’s 
previous experience with him. The gover- 
nor would give no sure guarantees against 
repetition of what happened before. 

So the troops remain in Little Rock. 
That is the immediate and deplorable 
fact. Meanwhile, the President released 
yesterday a statement concerning “the 
law of the land” and the “principles” 
which have guided him in the Little Rock 
affair. Most significant is the following 
excerpt: 


“Powers of a state governor may not be 
used to defeat a valid order of a federal 
court. 

“The governors of the respective states 
have the primary responsibility for main- 

~ taining domestic order. However, under a 
pretext of maintaining order, a governor 
may not interpose military force or permit 
mob violence to occur so as to prevent the 
final order of a federal court from being 
carried out. 

“When an obstruction of justice has been 
interposed or mob violence is permitted to 
exist so that it is impracticable to enforce 
the laws by the ordinary course of judicial 
proceedings, the obligations of the President 
under the Constitution and laws are ines- 
capable. He is obliged to use whatever 
means may be required by the particular 
situation.” 


The “situation” in Little Rock brought 
out the federal troops. And in reject- 
ing Gov. Faubus’ declaration, it is ob- 
vious that the President has not re- 
treated from his stand in support of the 
federal courts. 

Force, of course, is not the ultimate 
answer. Its use as a means of preserving 
law and order in Little Rock has been 
obscured by the emotionalism of the is- 
sue and resulting resistance to force it- 
self. 

Not until the troops are out of Little 
. Rock will the tensions be relieved and 
that unhappy city be given a chance to 
work out its school problem in an atmos- 
phere of reason. 

The four Southern governors who at- 
tempted to mediate what is perhaps the 
most serious test between federal and 
state authority since the War Between 
the States deserve much credit. They 
have done the best they could and are 
still trying. Final success or failure of 
their efforts still rests with Gov. Faubus. 
As of yesterday, however, there appeared 
little hope for anything more than main- 
taining the status quo of the present dis- 
tressing stalemate.

Weather, Washington 
Plague the Farmers 


Georgia farmers today are casting one 
eye at the sky and the other toward 
Washington. They have ample cause for 
concern in both directions. 


Excessive rainfall during the past sev- 
eral days has proven costly to many. 
Damage has been especially heavy in 
areas where cotton is unpicked and pea- 
nuts unharvested. 

The look toward Washington reveals 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson emerg- 
ing with the triumphant announcement 
that the National Agricultural Advisory 
Commission, appointed by President Ei- 
senhower, after pondering the matter for 
a couple of days behind closed doors has 
decided the administration should press 
for lower price supports on surplus crops. 
This is in line with what Benson wants. 

It is another example of the dis- 
criminatory policy, prevalent throughout 
this administration, to make the farmer 
the scapegoat. He doés not receive the 
favorable treatment accorded.-big. busi- 
ness and other giants of the economy. 

The farmer, of course, has no juris- 
diction over the weather. But his voice 
certainly will be heard at the ballot box 
in 1960 when the Republicans are crow- 
ing over the record of this administra- 
tion.

Chester Bowles’ Advice 
Is Worth Considering 


Chester Bowles, who did perhaps our 
best job as ambassador to India, has de- 
clared that placing the school issue ex- 
clusively before the courts “makes a legal 
issue out of what we all know in our 
hearts—and have known since 1776—is 
a moral issue. 

“It is perfectly clear that the introduc- 
tion of social change in this scale requires 
a well-developed, coordinated, over-all 
program—and above all national leader- 
ship,” Bowles said. 

“The folly of putting this kind of load 
exclusively on the courts,” he said, “has 
been revealed in the violence, the chaos 
and the moral bankruptcy in Little Rock 
for these past weeks.” 

This is a sound position. It is a fact that 
there has been much too little leadership 
from the national viewpoint. And there 
has been even less from the local. We 
have done the courts an injustice by leav- 
ing to them the whole responsibility with- 
out at the same time having prepared a 
plan of aid to assist them. 

Certainly the tragedy of Little Rock 
will be repeated, even worsened, if there 
is not a revival of national and local 
leadership working together. That is why 
the Washington meeting aroused so much 
hope. If the moderate governors can be 
given national support they may work 
out a plan which will not include de- 
fiance of law and which will, across a 
long span of years, enable their states to 
resolve the problem. When people can see 
that a neighboring plan works, in agricul- 
ture, poultry raising or law enforcement, 
they are more willing to try it them- 
selves. 

If out of the Washington meeting 
comes such planning, backed by a -help- 
ful national leadership, then the future 
will brighten.

British Lion Rides 
Tiger of Inflation 


LONDON—The biggest news in Britain is not 
yet in the headlines. But it is in the making and 
will be in the headlines before long. The news 


to which I refer is the fact that British people cannot long escape— 
indeed must soon make—an extremely fateful decision. The decision 


is this: 

Is Great Britain going to em- 
brace popular capitalism, that 
is, fuller competitive enterprise 
whose fruits are widely shared, 
or is it going to turn irrevocably 
to full-scale socialism? 

This decision is getting nearer 
at hand. Whichever it is, its ef- 
fects will be felt throughout the 
free world. 


Events are now bringing it to a 
head more rapidly than appears 
on the surface. 

The main meaning of the Mac- 
millan. government's decision . to 
inctease the bank rate to 7 per 
cent is that it sets in motion a 


choice between a freer, more 
competitive economy or @ man- 
aged with the govern- 
ment going farther down the road 
toward mass-scale nationalism 
from which there will be no 
turning.

What, we both wondered, would 
evolve during the period of hos- 
pitalization that had been ar- 
ranged for Eve White? How 
should treatment be planned for 
this patient? 

After some deliberation we de- 
cided against using electric shock 
or insulin coma treatment. In

But now we found ourselves con- 
fronted with a disorder that

NO RELIABLE PATH 


We decided to feel our way as | 


best we could, there being no dis- 
tinct or reliable path that we 
could see to follow. 

With Eve White ‘in the hospital, 
we planned to encourage her to 
talk in order to learn as much 
as we could about her life and 
feelings. Should Eve Black reap- 
pear, we hoped to evoke commu- 
nication from her also. 

The immediate and perhaps the 
chief purpose of hospitalization 
was to give Eve White relief from 
a situation that had become acute, 
that she found inwardly threaten- 
ing. We, hoped to. establish, 
through daily interviews while she 


was there, a helpful relation that 
would encourage her to return for 

many subsequent interviews | 
it seemed likely she would need. |

ORDERLY ROUTINE 


It was the tense, serious little 
wife and mother, and she only, 
whom we saw and talked with 
during the first few days that 
followed her admission to the hos- 
pital.

Alienists 
Can’t Agree 
On Wood 


A Fulton Superior Court jury 
Wednesday heard differing views 
as to the sanity of a 19-year-old 
Negro being tried for the July 19 
robbery-slaying of a finance com- 
pany employe. 

A number of defense witnesses 
who knew Henry R. Wood said 
they thought he acted “peculiar” 
and that he “did crazy things.” 
Several state witnesses, including 
a psychiatrist, said they believe 
Woods is sane. 

The jury, which sat through 12 | 
hours of testimony in the second | 
day of the trial, will decide some- 
time Thursday whether Wood 
should go to the electric chair for 
the slaying of Miss Joy Lee Mc- 
Cord, 26-year-old clerk .of an 
Edgewood avenue finance firm, 


or if he is not guilty by reason 
of insanity. 


POLICE TESTIFY 


Both the state and defense com- 
pleted presentation of evidence in 
the case at 9:30 p.m. Wednesday. 
Judge Durwood T. Pye ordered 
the case oonean until 9:30 a.m. 
Thursday when the jury will hear 
arguments and the judge’s in 
structions on its verdict. 

The state put up five more wit- | 
nesses before presentation of de- 
ferse testimony began. Most of 
these were police officers in- 
volved in the case who related 
circumstances around Wood’s ar- 
rest and his confession of the 
robbery-slaying. 

Among the first defense wit- 
nesses was a court-appointed psy- 
chiatrist, Dr. Harry R. Lipton, 
who said Wood was suffering from | 

“acute emotional disturbances” | 
which grew out of his confinement 
in jail while awaiting trial. He 
said Wood is a “schizoid” person- 
ality or an introvert but is. not 
psychotic. 


BLACK CAT STORY 

Another court-appointed psy- 
chologist, Dr. John Anderson, who 
was used by the state in rebuttal, 
said Wood in his judgment is sane 
and knows the difference from 
right and wrong. 


Dr. Anderson said Wood told 
him of seeing a black cat at the 
jail which spoke to him, but he 
added that he believed Wood was 
trying to appear to be crazy. He 
said Wood told him on one oc- 
casion that, “They always said 
I'm crazy but I’m not crazy.” 

Wood in a rambling unsworn 
statement to the jury Thursday, 
never referred directly to the 
finance company office or to the 
victim. He repeatedly said, ‘To 
my knowing, I wouldn’t hurt no- 
hody . . . To my memory, I don’t 
remember hurting nobody ... I 
just wasn’t myself altogether... 
I don’t know what came over 
me...”

Clothes Make 
These Men |

the world over clothes. We spend so much time, money, effort 


And yet there are times when you can see that clothes can be 
very important, that they have subtle powers that I, for one, am 
prone to overlook. 


The other day in Greenville I caught a glimmering of the im- 
portance of clothes. 

A man named Luther C. Wells was going into court for a ha- 
beas corpus hearing. He is a man who has been in jail for more 
than four years. His wardrobe, if any, is, of course, what the 
state provides—not stripes, thank heaven, but white duck with a 


“plue stripe up the side. But he came into court, I noticed, wear- 


ing a suit and for that reason he seemed somehow less a prisoner. 

I found out later how it happened. Warden Maynard Keith, 
who runs the Meriwether County camp near Warm Springs, pro- 
vided the suit and he always provides civilian clothing for prison- 
ers who are going to court. 


“If they happen not to have their own, we usually can find * 


something that will fit them and we lend it to them,” the warden 
explained to me. “I asked the Board of Corrections if it was all 
right to do it because it seemed to me a man needs all the help 
he can get when he’s going before the judge trying to get his free- 
dom. A suit of clothes gives a man confidence and makes him 
feel more like a citizen and less like a prisoner.” 

And you can see how it would be so. A man dressed as other 
men, looking clean and well groomed and poised, can forget for a 
little while the stigma of the prison sentence that hangs over him 
and can speak out for himself. Prison garb, even the white ducks 
which are so much preferable te the stripes of chain-gang days, 
must enclose a man in inferiority before he opens his mouth. 

This humane gesture of Warden Keith's is just one of his ef- 
forts to run a decent prison camp in Meriwether County. A farm 
boy himself, the warden has a sturdy pride in making the camp 
support itself as far as possible with its garden. The rain fell 
slowly and grayly, soaking the earth and making it impossible 
for prisoners to work outside, clearing new ground for the fall gar- 
den. So they lay on their bunks and read, watched television or 
gathered at one end of the room to play dominoes and checkers. 

And the warden took me on a tour in his pick-up truck. Fat- 
tening,hogs squealed in the pen back of the camp and up on the 
slope turnip greens, collards and sweet potato vines glistened wetly 
in the rain. 

The warden pointed out a few rows of late tomatoes, the pep- 
per patch, the pea . 

“We can’t raise everything we eat, of course,” he said. ‘But 
if they’d let me put in a cannery we'd come close to supplying 
all our own vegetables. The prisoners call Greenville ‘Big Momma’ 
because that’s where we go to get supplies. And I tell them if we 
had a cannery it’d be mighty seldom we’d see Big Momma.” 


In the summertime, the warden said, he took pleasure in send- 
ing out 10 or 12 watermelons at the mid-morning ‘‘smoke break’’ 
for prisoners working in the fields or woods. The day I was there 
the cooks had parched peanuts for the afternoon ‘‘smoke break.’’ 

“They're like young’uns,” the warden said. ‘They like little 
extras.” 

Except for bars on the windows, the barbed wire-topped fence 
and the pen of bloodhounds nearby you could almost mistake this 
prison camp for a neat farm home, which is what Warden Keith 
wishes it were.

town paper to give them the turning point after 
every game. He asked me about it, but he really 
told me, because there wasn’t any doubt in our 
minds after the Braves hit in the fourth. 


That’s because they did what they wanted to 
do, and what we were trying to prevent them 
from doing, for the first and only time in the 
game. Ford knew that Hank Aaron was going to 
hit to right. He threw twice to first toe try to hold 
Ed Mathews as close to the bag as he could. 

Then Aaron did hit to right and Mathews did 


make third. They had what they wanted, first 
and third and one out. Ford got Joe Adcock on 
the double play. That solved everything for us, 
because we were 0-0 at the time, and they could 
have been off on a big rally, with Casey changing 
pitchers, if Adcock had ever been lucky and 
nicked under a pitch for a banjo hit. Ford threw 
down. 

He never gave Adcock a chance in the strike 
zone. He never does. Fanning Pafko was, to us, 
a terrific deal. Whitey on the 3-2 pitch threw 
Pafko a sizzling, sailing. fast ball. He dared 


fouls into the ground before he got to 3-2. 


Casey Stengel came out to talk to Ford after 
he threw a curve in the dirt to Pafko, for a two- 
ball and a strike count. Casey had no idea of 
taking Ford out. On our club Yogi Berra will give 
the first sign that he thinks a pitcher is slipping. 
Yogi didn’t give us any indication. Casey just got 
a little worried about the ball in the dirt. 

As I heard it later, he told Whitey he would 
get a raise. Often, those manager-pitcher meet- 
ings are only a means of slowing things down, 
and giving the pitcher a breather. 

Gerry Coleman was our hitting hero, which 
did not exactly amaze us. He is one of our best 
players. He got two hits by meeting the ball 
when most of us were trying to kill the ball. You 
try to do that in the World Series, no matter how 
smart you think you are. Coleman is our player 
representative, and he is smart on or off the 
field. The squeeze he worked was a pretty play. 
We enjoyed it, but we didn’t have any doubt it 
would come off. 

I guess you know that 
Stengel will not use the bunt unless he can get 
some surprise angle with it, because he believes 
defense against the bunt is too sharp in today’s 
baseball. On our squeeze, you could see the sur- 
prise afterwards, if you looked back. Berra on 
third base was talking to Mathews as if Yogi 
were going to hold the Church Strawberry Festi- 
val right on that spot, and Coleman was swinging 
as if his back would break on the first pitch. 

On the next pitch the Braves all acted as if 
they would like to buy some strawberries for 
Berra. That was the extra run we needed,. and 
we surprised them to get it. They didn’t surprise 
us: Ford didn’t let them.
